View at the Royal Academy. - 

The London “season” tigures in near- 
ly.every English-novel aud ii bundreds 
lof English short stories. It Js a semi- 
sacred “tradition” that, dates’ back 
nearly a century and-a half, 


The inaugural of the operatic seaeon |, 


has come to be its actual beginning. al- 
though’ officially the London seasun 
does not begin ontil the: private view 
of the Royal academy, op, the Satur 
day previous to the tirst betraund in 
May. 


_ifportant as. It is to ‘attend the | 


opeta's opening performance,-the Roy- 
al academy. private ‘view, and dinner 
|'still continue to be. the great inangural 
fnnetions of the season. It is a sub 
lime recognition of the: power of the 
fourtb estate that the press men are 
given the frst gliimpse»of the new 
‘paintings’ comprising the Royal acad- 
emy’'s annual exbibition. Even royaity 
bas to be content with second place. 
On the Wednesday preceding: the pri- 
vate view the gentlemen of the press 
have sole possession of the gallery. 
Every important newspaper of Great 
Britain and Ireland is invited to send 
a representative, and the London cor 
respondents of the big American and 
colonial newspapers are also similarly 
honored. All day, Wednesday and 
Thursday morning they uave the gal- 
lery to themselves. Ob Thursday aft- 
ernoon the members of the royal fam- 
fly take possession of.the exhibition. 
Then comes the Royal academy din- 
ner, at which custom prescribes that 
the royal family and the cabinet must 
be represented. 

The “private view” is an accurate 
phrase, except that it is not private 


and the crush is so great that it ts|— 


almost impossible to view the paint- 
ings. Everybody who is anybody must 
go, however, 4nd those Americans who 
are excinded from Burlington bonse 
on that day of fate may as well return 
home and try to forget. True, they 
may later visit the gallery and study 
the works of art in a leisurely and 
comfortable manner, but what social 
climber wants to do that? 

The London season, as an institution, 
was established by George III.; but, ss 
in many other matters, that amiable 
monarch did not show good jndgment 
and started the season in January. 
When Queen Victoria came to the 
throne she inaugurated the metropvl- 
itan season in February, but later she 
changed the date.to about the first of 
May. After the death of ber consort 
the London season bad to get alung 
without royal! participation. but despite 
this handicap it gradually increased ii 
importance. It is the harvest season 
for the hotels and the merchant of 
Bond and Regent streets and Piccadil 
ly.—New York World

act of endeavoring to leaye the country 
is in itself sufficient reasun:to justify the 
authorities in arresting him; but if he 
becomes a British subject, the authorities 
have no right or license (in-the absence 
of his expressing an intention to commit 
treason) to prevent his leaving the coun- 
try. he 
‘It has been urged that some of 
these ‘applicants are men who have 
lived in Canada for some years and are 
| good citizens. J cannot, however, sepa- 
rate the sheep from the goats. It has 
also been urged that by allowing alien 
enemies to take the oath of allegiance 
wethereby havea stronger hold upon 
thein than we formerly had, inasmuch 
as if-they did fight against Great Britain 
they would be guilty of treason. I have 
said, however, that we have the  strong- 
est hold possible on an alien enemy 
whom the authorities believe is going to 
fight against Great Britain, nainely, by 
arresting him on his endeayor to leave 
the country; but we would have a very 
poor hold on a man who had become a 
naturalized British subject and then went 
into the ranks of the-enemy, unless. he 
chose to. come back again at the conclu, 
sion of the war, ?

PEARLS AND PEARLS 


Remarkable Report Made by Paris 
Experts on Fakes 

It may be remembered thet some 
time ago a well knowgj pearl merchant 
offered to sell a pearl fer $40,000 
which originally he had beught for a 
little over $15,000. In the interval it 
had been “renovated” by a Hindu 
named Warma by a secret precess. 
Both Warma and the dealer protested 
that the pearl was absolutely genuire 
and werth the money asked, «nd that 
the ceating of coliodin was enly meant 
to protect the skin while it was in its 
early tenderne:s. The Jewellers’ Syn- 
dicate, howevex, ledged a complaint, 
and three expe-ts were appointed wio 
handed in 4 report to the effect that 
the pearl certainly was falsified and 
that the treatment was a mere bath 
of colledioz. wherein had been placed 
a few drops of a coloring matter call- 
ed “trepeoline.” As cemclusive proof 
they had stripped the pearl and re- 
duced it to the original dull whiteness 
which it had. when it was worth $15,- 
600, and by repeating the Warma pro- 
cess they again obtained a magnificent 
lustre, making it apparently worth 
| $40,000. The tribunal will now.de-

{sult at which the experts arrived is

These refineries. will 
be placed, it is stated, in fortified posi- 
tions, in order that steres of oil for 
the use of ‘the British navy can be 
protected. These stores will, it is 
proposed, be established on each 
coast, amd will be held for the use 
of the navy as oi] fuel in cases of 
emergency. 


Germany Burns Lignite Like Ours 

It is not altogether likely that hard 
anthracite coa! fit for household use 
will ever be discovered im Canada, in 
quantities large enough to. prevent 
‘the depend2nce upon the Pennsyl- 
vania mines. 

But. we have a good deal of lignite, 
which is burnt to some slight extent, 
but has not as high a value, as fuel, 
as regular coal. It is quite possible 
that some means ef employing this 
material will yet ceme imte cemmon 
use. 
Information just received from Eur- 
ope tells us of the experience of 
Germany, which weuld appear to 


lend an immediate value to such de-| 


posits. That country, says the dis- 
patch, has large fields of lignite, pop- 
ularly known as “brow? coal. This 
Bubstame, as is ‘ndicated by its 
nare, it remciscent of compresse 1 
and decayed wood. It is really coal 
in an imcomplete state of formation. 
It is lighter than coal as it is known

Qualities of Radium Not_ Understood 

Nothing in modern times has led to 
such quackery a3 the word “radium.” 
It is therefore very interesting to 
learn that the British Science guild 
has taken the matter up and has in- 
vestigated the way that the wor, 
and the element thar the word denotes, 
has been exploited on a confiding pub- 
lic. Radium is a metal of which a 
minute specimen has been prepared 
and this faint, silvery film is in the 
possession of Mme. Curie, in Paris. It 
is sealed up in the little quartz cruc- 
ible in which it was first preduced. 
The so-called radium ef which we hear 
so muck is one of the salts of rad- 
ium, either the chloride or the brom- 
ide, geenrally the latter and somehcw 
or other it hag been taken by the pop- 
ular mind ag a great healer. 

The man in the street seems to 
think that it is some kind of a costly 
drug that has been invented by doc- 
tors. It is ccstly, no doubt, but it is 
not a drug. If it had not been for a 
curious accident: the word “radium” 
would probably have been quite un- 
known excepting t > scientists. It would 
cgrtainly have been no more famous 
than cerium, o1 thorium or unarium. 

The accident was an odd cre. , Pro- 
fessor Currie came across from Paris 
to show the Londoners at the Royal 
Institution the remarkable new salt 
that his wife had got from the residues 
‘of uranium mines. He carried it in 
his waistcoat pocket and got his side 
|badly burned. Just about that time it 
Was becoming recognized that the X- 
rays could hurt the skins of peorle 
who were exposed to their influence; 
but it was also noticed that in certain 
cases X-rays were of definite value, 
especially in the keeping down of the 
pain of cancer Some cases of cancer

The returns as to the number of 
head of live stock (including poultry) 
owned by the state-aided farmers are

The available returns refer to the 
live stock owned by 5,374 farmers on 
April 1, 1911. At that date their 
farms supported 6,187 horses, 22,079 
head of horned cattle, 33,626 pigs, 1,- 
156 sheep and 155,250 fowls. These 
figures represent an average per farm 
of 1 horse, 4.1 head of horned cattle, 
6.3 pigs, 0.2 sheep and 29 fowls.

.How Nectar Becomes Honey . 

The honey stored by bees and the 
nectar produced by flowers are entire 
ly different substances. Both are 
Sweet to the taste; but whereas nec- 
tar is a thin fluid with a high per-- 
centage of Water and generally a flav- 
or suggestive of the flower from, 
which it came, honey is much thicker,,. 
with far less water, and with no odor 
or flavor of any particular blossoms.

The 
nectar is sucked up by the bee’s long 
tongue into a portion of its digestive 
|apparutus known as the honey gac.
